Doctor Gould, in presenting his 
illustrated lecture to the students of 
Gettysburg college, Gettysburg acad­ 
emy. Gettysburg high school and the 
Lutheran theological seminary at 
Gettysburg, stressed the fact that 
most people desire to know why ex­ 
peditions are conducted. 
He ex­ 
plained the reason as the curiosity 
of mankind 
Illustrated Lecture 
The talk, well illustrated by many 
and 
varied 
scenes of Antarctica, 
dwelt on the life of the explorers, 
under Commander Richard E. Byrd, 
the animal life of the South Pole 
regions, and the work of Doctor 
Gould as a geologist

Pickle barrels and smoke houses are coming Into their own this year 
and swine growers around Pennsylvania are “putting down 
m eat for 
winter, spring and next summer, according to the Associated Press. 
Old fashioned recipes for the home curing of meat are being dusted 
off. smoke houses are yielding up the tools which have been stored in 
them while they have been idle, and new hoops are being obtained for 
pickle barrels. 
Butchering has started on the 
farms of the state, somewhat earlier 
than usual in some cases as farm­ 
ers desire meat for immediate use, 
but the bulk of the butchering will 
be done during November, with the 
peak 
around Thanksgiving 
time. 
That holiday is devoted to butcher­ 
ing on hundreds of farms in this 
county and throughout the state. 
Home Curing 
Salt, salt petre and suear are the 
ingredients in home curing of pork, 
an art which has diminished con­ 
siderably in recent years, but which 
is staging a real comeback this fall. 
Barrels large enough to contain 
the hams, shoulders and side meat 
from two or three hogs are in de­ 
mand, and some farmers are using 
two or three of them to cur** enough 
meat to last through the winter. 
The meat is put in the brine im­ 
mediately after being cut up from 
the butchering and cooled, and is 
left there sometimes, until a few 
days before It is wanted in spring 
or the following summer, when it is 
taken out and smoked. Other farth­ 
ers prefer to smoke it all ai, once 
during the late winter or early

spring and keep the smoked u w a rn 
a dry place. 
Float An Egg 
Salt petre Is used when it is de­ 
sired to obtain a red color in the 
meat, but most often only salt is 
used in making a brine "strong 
enough to float an egg,” that being 
the age-old recipe on the farms for 
determining 
when 
the 
brine 
is 
strong enough to prevent the meat 
from spoiling. 
Some farmers prefer sugar curing 
of the pork. 
In that event they 
use dry salt and sugar, rubbed into 
the meat in quantities sufficient to 
preserve it. 
For the smoke houses hickory 
wood 
is 
in 
demand 
because 
it 
smoulders without burning 
much 
and provides a smudge that adds to 
the taste of the meat. 
More than 
one batch of meat has been given 
a queer taste because the youngster 
put in charge of the smoking acci­ 
dentally got some pine sticks on the 
fire. Corn cobs also are frequently 
used for smoking the meat, and 
where hickory is not available, oth­ 
er hard woods are used.

Autumn paints an alluring pic­ 
ture for the fishermen of Penn­ 
sylvania. In shallows and lily 
pockets sharp fins cut tho water 
close in the wake of a skipping 
school 
of 
minnows. Bass 
and 
pickerel, perch and wall eye pike, 
game fish of the inland waters, 
bring a reign of terror to the 
harassed droves of shiners and 
small food fish. 
An increasing number of anglers 
are finding that the streams of 
Pennsylvania 
offer 
exceptional 
sport in October, according to O. 
M Delbler. commissioner of fish­ 
eries. A tang of frost in the air 
brings to 
the 
sportsman 
who 
wades the streams much of the 
exhilaration attendant to late tall 
hunting. 
Although live bait, minnows, 
stone catfish and helgramites are 
ace lures with the cooling of the 
water, artificial bait of the plug 
variety plays an important role 
in teasing big bass and pike to 
strike. 
Heavy 
takes of pickerel are 
common 
at this season of the 
year. Voracious 
feeders, 
these 
fish during August fall Into a 
fasting period. In some instances, 
their jaws become sore to such an 
extent that little food is taken. 
Cool days and nights of autumn 
bring back to tile pickerel much 
of the killing instinct that has 
brought it the surname “wolf of 
the fresh water.” In fall fishing, 
artificial baits take heavy toll 
from the ranks of these graceful 
fish.

Los Angeles.—The fishing tackle 
outfit belonging to some prehistoric 
Indian OI the California coast has 
been discovered by 
Richard Van 
Valkenburgh. of the 
Los 
Angeles 
museum, at an Indian village site 
near Redondo Beach. 
Abalone and mussel shells were 
the favorite m aterial 
for 
making 
fish-hooks in this region. 
Judging 
by the am ount of fish bones found 
in the camp debris, the fishermen 
were highly successful 
with 
their 
shell hooks. 
T he fishing outfit w hich lias been 
unearthed consists of a stone drill, 
shell blanks, and a partially com­ 
pleted hook. 
T o make a hook, tile fisherman 
first broke a rough, oval piece of 
shell from a fresh abalone. 
This 
was ground down on a sandstone 
slab to a pear shape. 
T hen a hole 
was drilled in the center of the 
blank shell, by m eans of a drill 
m ade of chert. 
The hole was en­ 
larged until only a rim of the shell 
was left, and then a cut was made 
in one side of the rim . to create a 
rounded, incurving hook. The place 
where the line was to be attached 
was flattened at the top, a groove 
was made with a th in bit of gritty 
stone, and, with a little more finish­ 
ing and polishing, th e hook 
was 
ready for the fish. To hold the line 
in place, it was cem etend to the 
shell with tar obtained from seepage 
seam s in the cliffs, near the village. 
Spanish explorers paid tribute to 
the Indian fisherm en’s skill

Berlin —Sugar that has been aged 
in am ber for scores of thousands ~ 
possibly hundreds of thousands— 
of years, and is yet fresh enough 
to supply Jood to living plants, has 
been studied here by Professor Dr. 
Johannes Grass, well-known G er­ 
m an researcher on the evolution of 
yeasts and fungi. 
The microscopic traces of sugar 
were always 
found in 
connection 
with insoles th at had been trapped 
in the am ber while it was still ooz­ 
ing from the pines on the ancient 
Baltic shores, as a soft, sticky resin. 
Buried in the silt the resin slowly 
fossilized 
into 
amber, 
preserving 
insects, bits of flowers and chemical 
snbstances caught in its air-tight 
substance. 
The insects responsible for the 
presence of sugar in the am ber 
weer always either bees or butter­ 
flies. which are honey-gat borers. or 
aphids, which suck sap out of green 
shoots and leaves and convert it in 
their bodies into a sweetish stuff 
called honey-dew. eagerly sought by 
ants. 
In their struggles as they 
sank into the iangle-foot resin in 
which they were trapped, these in­ 
sects apparently exuded some of the 
sugar-coating 
fluids, 
which after 
losing their water through evapora­ 
tion rem ained as nearly pure sugar. 
The am ber specimens examined 
by Professor G rass were all of T er­ 
tiary geologic age, and he estim ates 
them to be from 60,000 to 80 000 
years old. 
This estim ated age will 
be regarded as exceedingly conserva­ 
tive by many geologists, who are 
willing to accept a time period as 
jireat as a million years since the 
close of the Tertiary. 
W hatever 
may be their age in years, Professor 
G russ’ sugar samples are probably 
the oldest sugars yet discovered. 
Serviceable As Food 
However, old as they are, these 
sugars have shown themselves 
to 


be quite serviceable as food. 
Many 
of the am ber sections which Profes­ 
sor Gruss 
was examining 
at the 
Berlin museum of na*ural science 
became mouldy with two species of 
fungi 
feeding 
on 
the 
contained 
sugar. One of the species was new 
to science, 
and has 
been nam ed 
Cladosporium circinalis. This mould 
grew only on the sugars left in the 
am ber by perishing aphids. 
Professor 
Gruss, who 
attracted 
considerable attention 
some time 
ago by studies of yeast cells in 4.- 
000-year old Egyptian beer jugs, was 
hunting for yeasts still older when 
he began his researches on amber. 
He found them in great abundance. 
Most of them were flower-yeasts, 
found theja as today mainly in the 
nectars 
of 
flowers, 
and 
carried 
from one flowrer to another on the 
m outhparts 
or heads of visiting 
insects. 
These ancient flower yeasts w’ere 
very sim ilar to their modern de­ 
scendants. tending, however, to be 
sm aller in size and simpler in or­ 
ganization. 
As adaptations to in­ 
sect 
travel, 
they 
formed 
their 
chains of cells into crosses, anchors 
and other figures th at would catch 
and cling to the insects hairs. 
Be­ 
sides the (rue flower yeasts. Profes­ 
sor Gruss found a number of other 
yeast species and several moulds.

HEART PAINS 
Not all so called heart pains have 
anything to do with the heart. 
Many, like the pains we feel when 
we strike the “funny bone,” are what 
we term referred pains. 
The trouble may be located else­ 
where, but tile pains are referred 
and felt in the region of the heart. 
Incidentally there ic no “funny 
bone” in the human body. 
The tingling sensations felt in the 
little finger are due to a blow on one 
of the nerve trunks passing around 
the inner bend of the elbow. 
Al! persistent heart pains should 
be subjected to careful study by a 
competent physician. 
Aided by the X-ray and an in­ 
genious electrical instrument which 
records the electrical energy pro­ 
duced by the heart during its move­ 


ments, it is now possible to deter­ 
mine pretty accurately where and 
to what extent, if any, the heart 
has been damaged. 
This 
diagnostic 
instrument 
is 
called the electro-cardiograph. 
Pains in the region of the heart 
which come on and become aggra­ 
vated during physical effort should 
be looked on with suspicion. 
These pains, like shortness of 
breath on moderate exertion, may 
point to an exhausted overstrained 
or diseased heart muscle or to the 
presence of some other form of 
disease in the heart. 
On the other hand, so called heart 
pains may be due to gall stones, gas­ 
tric ulcers, diseases elsewhere in the 
gastro-intestinal tract or disease in 
the lungs or the lung coverings, the 
pleura.

DEFENSE TAKEN 
BY SURPRISE 


Prosecution Completes Case 
Against Capone In 
Chicago. 


Chicago, 
Oct. 
14.—The 
United 
States government suddenly and 
dramatically closed its case Tues­ 
day afternoon against Scarface Al 
Capone, on 
trial 
before Federal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson, as an 
income-tax evader. 
The defense was taken by sur­ 
prise. for it still expected a lengthy 
parade to the witness stand of un­ 
derworld characters subpoenaed to 
tender evidence of 
the gangster 
king’s wealth. 
Five witnesses were 
heard Tuesday and it was only half 
past two when George E. Q. John­ 
son, United States attorney, speak­ 
ing for the first time in the course 
of the trial, announced that no 
more prosecution witnesses would be 
presented. 
The defense attorneys. Michael 
Ahern and Albert Fink, appealed to 
Judge Wilkerson that they had been 
caught by surprise and begged for 
several days’ delay. 
However, all 
they got was until IO o’clock this 
morning. 
A motion for a directed verdict for 
the defendant was overruled by the 
court. Fink said he desired to bring 
witnesses from New York, Washing­ 
ton and elsewhere. 
His associate, 
Ahern, said after court had adjourn­ 
ed that “possibly” some gambler 
witnesses from Chicago would be 
put on the stand. 
The occupation 
of these “possible” witnesses lends 
color to the report that the defense 
will be that Capone is a gambler but 
is not in the gambling business; 
that he took a chance with his 
money day after day—and almost 
always lost.

Argument To Begin Today 
If the defense does produce wit­ 
nesses they will take little time with 
them 
Argument will begin some 
time today and the case should go 
to the jury reasonably early on 
Thursday. 
Attorney Fink wanted 
ten hours for his argument and 
Ahern also intends to talk. 
Four 
government attorneys are ready to 
urate. The prospects now are that 
time will be limited to four hours 
per side.

Says He Does Not Care What Creed 
World Adopts If Happi- t 
ness Results. 
Vienna, Oct. 14 (AP).—Prof. Albert 
Einstein doesn’t care what political 
creed the world adopts; if it brings 
happiness to the human race, he’s 
for it. 
In an interview published Tues­ 
day night by the Allegemeine Zei- 
tung, the German scientist suggests 
that individualism and capitalism 
having failed, collectivism might be 
given its chance. 
“It’s happiness we’re after,” he 
said, ‘“and when the day comes 
which brings man redemption from 
his sufferings I won’t trouble about 
the name of the political doctrine. 
If it be communism which brings 
mankind salvation, you’ll find me 
an enthusiastic Communist.”
